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China’s Fifth Column 


When historians come to examine the pro- 
‘ress of the present war and assess the im- 
Portance of the “Fifth Column” to the German 
attacks, it may be recalled that one of the most 
successful of all “Fifth Columns” was that em- 
ployed by the Nationalist troops in China dur- 
Ing the advance from Canton which resulted in 
the unifleation of the country under the then 
Nanking Government, and the closing of the 
era of warlords. Many persons in Shanghai will 
remember the days of 1927, when “black gown” 
‘squads terrorized the city’ and cooped up the 
forees of Gen. Chang Chung-chang in the North 
Station, long before the Nationalist forces ac- 
tually reached the city. They will also remem- 
ber that at that time Lord Gort, who was Chiet 
of Staif to the British Commander-in-Chief in 
Shanghai, risked his life, with Sir Sidney Bar- 
ton and Father Jacquinot, in rescuing the chil- 
‘dren from a convent in Chapel at the moment. 
ms most perilous position. The tacties of the 
Nationalists in 1926 and 1027 in China appear to 
‘be very litte different from those employed by 
Hitler and his hordes today in Europe. Agents 
Would go in advanee to“buy up any influential 
person they could. Strife was stirred up in 
factories and public utilities. Attacks by plain- 
clothes men were organized behind the de- 
fenders lines, and everything possible was done 
to disorganize the defenders’ communications. 
‘At that tlme the Chinese armies had not ad- 
vanced sullciently to possess an air force, and 
therefore there were no parachutists, but in 
every other respect the activities now being 
carried out by the German “Fifth Columns* 
were foreshadowed. ‘The effectiveness of the 
‘Chinese methods was proved by the fact that the 
Nationalist armies had to fight few battles to 
secure victory. The ground was so well pre- 
pared ahead of the armics that the resistance 
they encountered was negligible, The Chinese 
“Fifth Column” of those days was undoubtedly 
inspired by the Communists and was directed 
by Borodin and his red assistants. But its 
effectiveness should have been a lesson to the

‘enormous amount of distress which still exists 
inthe Interior 1s to be taken as a welcome 
sign of the interest which 4s still being taken 
in Britain in the necessity for doing something 
{o alleviate the lot of so many Chinese who 
are suffering through no fault of their own, So 
much still remains to be done, that, if it were 
possible to maintain them, large numbers of 
other foreign workers would be heartily wel 
comed in China. In any event the addition of 
six devoted men tp these who are already .en- 
gaged in this work of merey is ample indication 
that China had not been forgotten in Britain, 
though the attention of that country has been 
‘ttirmed to matters much closer home. 











‘The Netherlands East Indies

If the German Govern- 
‘ment -had given those assurances the fears of 
these Tokyo businessmen would have been well 
founded. No other country in the world has 
shown such a disregard for the ncutrality of 
other States. Today Denmark, Norway, Belgium, 
Holland and Luxembourg, ‘have been ruth:

‘The unanimous approval by the U.S. Senate 
Judiciary Sub-committee of a bill requiring the 
registration, and Anger-printing of all allens in 
the United ‘States, and outlawing *Afth column"

of the seriousness with which stich activities are 
being regarded in the United ‘States, Mr. 
Robert Dies, chairman of the committee named

the danger which faces the United States is by 
ho means small has been evidenced by all that 
hhas been disclosed as a result of past investiga- 
tions. It has been clear for some time. past 
that ‘the German aim is not merely to defeat 
the Allies but to secure world domination by 
undermining the constitutional structure of 
every nation in the world, hoping that by bring- 
ing ‘about universal revolution, Nazi Germany 
might be able to gather in all the spoils which 
such a chaos would provide, ‘The realization 
that the Allies are Aghting for much greater 
stakes than ever before, and that Herr’ Hitler 
hhas staked his all’ in an endeavour, to. securey 
German domination of the whole world, has had! 
‘4 very significant effect upon public opinion in the 
United States, and the people are solidly bebind 
the Government'in its:determination that what 
4s happening in Europe shall not be allowed. to 
occur in the western hemisphere, ‘To. make 
quite sure’ of ‘that It will be necessary for the” 
‘other nations in Central and South America to 
take similar ‘steps, for should the Germant 
succeed in getting'a foothold there, the pos 
sibility of their being able to extend their 
operations to other parts of the Americas would 
be very considerably enhanced, 




















German Sensitiveness 


‘That the Germans are highly sensitive re= 
garding the publication of figure purporting to 
give some idea of the enormous casualties they 
have suffered ‘since they embarked upon’ thelr 
invasion of the Low Countries, and France, 19 
probably the best indication of tho correctness. 
of the Allied estimate. Publication has Ted to 
immediate outbursts of indignation amongst 
German radio stations and other channels of 
Publicity, and the impression is formed that the 
publication of the statement that German losses 
are inthe neighbourhood of halt a million has 
struck the Nazl leaders in a particularly sore 
spot. ‘The genoral trend of German pronounce- 
ments during the past few weeks has been to 
seck to assure the German people that success 
fs being secured with a minimum loss of life, 
that this war to thelr military machine 1s a 
leasy as gathering apples, and no more dangerous. 
But the fact is that huge bodies of men have 
‘been thrown against Allled positions ond have 
been beaten off at tremendous loss. It is well 
Known that troops attacking prepared positions 
from which they have beon ‘beaten back lose 
infinitely more men than the forces acting on 
the defensive, The Germans claim that up 10 
now they have not revealed thelr losses, and 
‘will not do so until after the completion of 
operations when a survey of losses covering an 
extensive period will be published. In other 
words some day or other, when It Is convenient 
to the German leaders, some statement regarding 
casualties will be made ina manner which will 
not enable the German public to obtain any 
dea as to the cost in life and injury which 
individual successes have entailed. ‘They mutt 
at all costs ensure that the German masses shall 
not become aware of the appalling butchery to 
which the leaders have exposed thelr troops 
until they have secured some decisive success 
with which to offset the unfortunate effect whieh 
the truth would have upon the minds of the 
German people. It will be remembered that 
during the early days of the last war thousands 
upon thousands of German soldiers were 
slaughtered in mass attacks against the Allied 
positions, when wave after wave of men were 
mowed down by Allied machine-gun and rifle 
Are. ‘There is nothing which has been disclosed 
up to the present to suggest that the ideas of 
the German command with regard to°the ex- 
penditure of life In warfare has undergone any 
Breat change from those which it held twenty~ 
six years ago. The Nazl leaders realize that 
they simply have got to win this war if they are 
fo continue in power. No considerations of 
humanity even towards their own people, will 
influence them from sacriflcing the flower of: 
German youth, if only by that meang they can 
continue to exert thelr evil Induence. over the 
German nation. Hence the tremendous losses 
which the German troops have already suffered

A DINGDONG STRUGGLE 


May 22. 


It is inevitable that there should be con- 
siderable fluctuation in the titanic struggle 
whieh is proceeding in France, and the fact. 
that the Germans have again’ been’ able to 
make some headway should cause no dismay. 
‘The initial momentum with which the enemy 
‘commenced the invasion of the Low Countries 
and France has been very considerably ye- 
duced, and the probabilities are that in the 
near future there will even be a further re~ 
duction, The further the Germans yet away 
from their supply bases, the longer their 
Hines of communication grow, the more vul- 
nerable do they become, while the ability to 
deliver severe and disrupting blows to the 
enemy's rear calculated to hamper the bring~ 
ing up of supplies, is something which must 
always be kept in mind. What the world 
is seeing is the putting into operation for 
the second time of the plan formulated by 
Count von Schlieffen in 1905 for the invasion 
of France. ‘That is modified to the extent 
that whereas the von Schlieffen plan con- 
templated Germany having to fight on two 
fronts, Germany is now fighting on one. 
Roughly speaking von Schlieffen’s plan was 
to seek a decision against France by a great 
enveloping movement across the Meuse, 
through Belgium and beyond the zone of 
French frontier defences. From this it will 
be plain that the invasion of the Low Coun- 
tries for the purpose of “protection” as. 
claimed by the enemy, is in fact just the 
same assault on the neutrality of the Low 
Countries as was contemplated by the Ger- 
man strategist thirty-five years ago. Von 
‘Schlieffen’s successor, the younger von Moltke, 
‘aecepted the plan in principle, but as years 
passed after 1905, and the offensive spirit 
developed so strongly in the French army, it 
was modified to the extent of strengthening 
the German left wing in Alsace-Lorraine. 
‘To this von Scblieffen was to the end of his 
life bitterly opposed, always insisting that 
visks should be run’ in that area in order 
that the right should be made as strong as 
possible, Nevertheless, the plan, as it deve- 
Toped in August, 1914, involved the throwing 
into Belgium and France of soven ‘armies 
consisting of ten cavalry, seventy-two active 
and reserve divisions, six Ersatz divisions 
‘and fourteen Landwehr brigades. 

Germany at the time was ahead of the rest! 
of the world in the provision, and tactical 
employment of machine guns, and heavy 
artillery, and her plan of campaign was in 
fact a judicious combination of offensive, and 
defensive methods. ‘The story of how’ that 
scheme was eventually brought to naught 
and the Germans defeated after more than 
four years of bitter warfare, is already well 
Known, ‘The Allies passed ‘through weeks, 
and even months of anxiety as the various 
German offensives were worn down, and the 
initiative finally wrested from German hands. 
‘The position in this war is somewhat differ- 
ent from that in the early days of the last. 
‘The perfection of solid defences by both sides 
in the shape of the Maginot Line and the: 
‘Western Wall has, to the greatest extent pos- 
sible, removed those risks which von Sehlief- 
fen was prepared to run. ‘There is also the 
‘absence of German preoccupation in the East 
which existed in 1914, and the sweeping 
‘movement contemplated’ by von Schlieffen is. 
being undertaken with even greater forces 
than he provided for. Hence the soverity of 
the enemy blows in’ the early days of the 
present battle. The employment of large 
forees, of mechanized troops, and the acro- 
plane, has imported new considerations into 
present day concepts of war, in almost the 
same manner as twenty-six years ago. ‘Then 
what was expected to be a war of move~ 
ment was eventually reduced to a positional 
struggle in which trenches and stabilized 
positions played their important part. Now- 
adays all that has been reversed, and at any 
rate for the time being the war has turned 
‘out to be one of movement, and that at a 
speed which has never before been con- 
templated. The struggle in the “Battle of 
the Bulge” has been described as an enorm- 
‘ous mélée, with speedy tanks behind each 
other's lines, and rapid changes from the| 
offensive to the defensive and vice versa as 
the temporary fortunes of the struggle dictate, 
‘Swift thrusts of tanks and armoured cars 
tare being made and advances claimed which 
may never be consolidated. ‘They in turn 
are being met with similar moves of the 























Allied mechanized forces and at the present 
all that can be said of the encounter is that 
it is becoming a dingdong struggle in which, 
‘at any rate for the moment, the enemy 
seems to have secured some advantage. 

‘Thus Monday’ saw slight advance of the 
Germans northwestward from the bulge 
along the Guise, Landrecies, Maubeuge front 
‘where the enemy has been held and also in 
the direction of St. Quentin and Laon, where 
the enemy claims to have made some pro- 
‘gress which, however, has not been con- 
firmed by any Allied communiqué. It would 
not be wise because of that fact to assume 
that the German claims are untrue, for there 
is always the possibility that the difficult 
task which the ‘Allies have of blocking the 
holes made in their defensive system, will 
take rather more time than has elapsed up| 
to the present. ‘There are reports to the 
effect that the Allied high command are 
contemplating a pincer-like movement in- 
volving offensives from the Guise, Landre- 
cies, Maubeuge front on the north of the 
bulge, and from the Aisne between Rethel 
and Rancourt to the south. ‘That may still 
take some days before it comes into opera- 
tion, but with the Germans proceeding in 
&@ manner calculated to involve them in a 
long, narrow salient, such a pressure on their 
flanks may have the effect of robbing them 
of the gains they have already made. The 
position then is that in this present battle 
only the first stage is approaching comple- 
tion, ‘The Allies have still to complete the 
task of holding the enemy's advance and 
preparing for the counter-offensive upon which | 
‘lone depends the decision as to whether the 
Allies will have won or lost the first round. 
Should they fail in their counter attack they 
will have lost the first great action of the war, 
but, as it has already been pointed out, this 
will not mean that the war itself has ‘been 
lost, for from the Allied point of view it is 
only just beginning. Should they succeed in 
holding or even driving the Germans back 
from the positions they have gained, the 
damage done to them.and the effect such 
‘a success would have upon their moral, might 
very well justify the contention that’ so far 
as the enemy is concerned, it has staked its 
all on an enormous gamble, and that the| 
loss of this battle will mean for them the 
ultimate loss of the war. Von Sehlieffen 
‘wanted an early vielory. Herr Hitler wants 
one so desperately that he has adopted the 
‘scheme which he has in the manner he has. 
It is for the Allies to deny him the initial 
‘success of which he is in such need, or at 
any rate to make it so expensive for him that 
‘the undertaking of other great offensives 
will be rendered all the more dimeult. 





DARK DAYS 


May 23. 
Probably the best summing up of the posi 
tion in France is to be found in the state- 
ment made by the German General von 
Reichenau, commander of the Sixth Army, 
that the decisive battle of the war was yet 
to come, and that thus far there have only 
been preliminary encounters. That _the| 
situation is grave there can be no gainsaying, 
but to believe that it is in any way hopeless, 
would be to accept an estimate of the posi 
tion which cannot at the moment be justified. 
‘The Germans appear to have reached the 
English Channel “in the neighbourhood of 
Abbeville and Le Touquet, but there is no 
information available at the time of writing 
to show that they are there in any great 
strength, or that their main bodies of troops 
have progressed far beyond Amiens and 
Arras. For the moment the German com- 
mand seems bent on striking towards the 
Channel and the northern wing of the Al- 
lied forces undoubtedly face a very critical, 
period. As in the past they may be safely 
Yeekoned upon to fight all the more deter- 
edly, for the nations allied together have 
risen to’ such occasions in the past and will 
undoubtedly do so again. ‘That fact is 
thoroughly well realized by the Allied high 
‘command and their respective governments, 
who have clearly demonstrated their know- 
ledge by frankly telling the people the real 
facts of the situation, and endeavouring to 
hide none of its gravity. The report that 
there is a possibility of the French Govern~ 
ment moving from Paris to Tours recalls that 
period early in the last war when it actually. 
went to Bordeaux for a short while, and, in 
recalling that event, it is perhaps’ just*as 
‘well to remember what the situation was 
then. It was just as bad as it is reported 
to be now. The late Lord Esher in his 
Journals wrote on September 3, 1914 
‘The French War Minister explained that 
Joltre’s strategy Is practically that ‘of 1812. 
Like Kutusoff, he wished to draw the Ger- 
mans as far as possible from their base, re- 
suming the offensive whenever ‘he gets the 
ehanee....1t looks as though, short of a 
miracle, ‘the French armies will retire be- 
Hind Paris, and’ Wwe shall have to go" with 
It is important to remember those dark 
days in this hour of trial and to recall those 
tragic times through which the Allies fought 
it out until victory was theirs, and the Ger- 
mans defeated as they were on the field of 

















This was written by a man who was main- 
taining liaison between the British and the 
French Governments, and consequently well 
in a position to judge the situation. Yet 
history shows that the Allies faced the facts 
‘with all the courage and endurance neces- 
sary to transform what appeared to be dis- 
aster into an overwhelming vietory. ‘They 
are going to do it again. There can be no 
‘question of their laying down their arms 
until they have again brought the enemy low, 
‘and again as General von Reichenau is re- 
ported to have said the Germans “have won 
‘the first tricks, but have yet to meet the 
main body of the enemy.” ‘Fighting in nor- 
thern France has clearly proved that trenches 
along rivers, over which the bridges have 
been destroyed, still offer the best opportun- 
ity of resisting the enemy, and it seems as 
if the Allied forees may have to fall back 
upon some of those rivers which gave 
the name to various stern struggles over two 
decades ago. ‘They may even have to retire 
behind Paris, drawing the enemy further 
from his bases, and to yield more territory 
before the time comes when the Allied com- 
mand, will decide the moment ripe to let 
loose the counter-stroke. Nothing would 
sult the purpose of the enemy better than 
that the Allies should stand now, and fight 
it out. ‘The fact is that the very speed with 
which the Germans have been moving is 
making very considerable intoads into their 
supplies, particularly of fuel, and it is ap- 
parent that they are endeavouring to force 
the issue while still possessed of stocks 
which would enable them to continue with 
some prospect of victory. ° 

It is reported that Herr Hitler has stated 
that he will win the war by August 15. From 
that it may be assumed that he will con- 
tinue on his present: gamble, using up Ger- 
‘man war resourees at a terrific rate until he 
either secures the victory which he so badly 
needs, or is convinced of the futility of con- 
tinuing. It follows, therefore, that the world 
will witness for some time to come similar 
onslaughts as “those which have occurred 
during the past thirteen days, flaring up into 
increased intensity at times and at others 
dying down until fresh supplies and men 
fare brought up. British military opinion 
agrees with that of the German general 
quoted above. ‘The German drive to the 
shores of the Channel cannot be regarded 
as a decisive victory. Such could not be 
‘claimed until they had consolidated thelr 
positions along the coast and, of course, 
established permanent and maintainable 
avenues of supply. With the Allies on both 
sides of the salient along which the enemy 
has advanced that may prove to be a imi 
ter of very considerable difficulty, for the 
Germans are extending their lines in a man- 
ner which increasingly Jays them open to 
the possibility of successful attack by the 
Allied troops, The Allies can afford,—should 
such an unhappy turn eventuate,—to lose 
the battle in north-western France. Germany 
cannot. If she does she loses the war. It 
may, therefore, be taken for granted that 
General Weygand, and his staff will abide 
their time before’ attempting any counter- 
stroke, That in its turn necessitates that 
those not actively engaged in the fighting 
should preserve their souls in patience, wait~ 
ing confidently for the time when the Allied 
forees can assume the offensive. Until it 
comes and is carried to a successful issue 
there will undoubtedly be dark and anxious 
days, but if what has been written above 
clearly indicates to readers that little or: 
nothing has occurred up to the present which 
is in any way worse than what took place 
in the early days of the last war, it should 
serve to allay very natural anxieties, and 
reinforce the confidence which is still felt 
that, when the full tale of what is going on 
is told, it will show that even now the Al- 
lies are proceeding closer every day to that 
vielory which alone can save democracy from 
the hideous system the Nazis are seeking to 
impose upon the world.

Without infringing the neu- 
trality of other mations, it was impossible to 
give Poland that immediate ald which was 
necessary if Germany was to be prevented 
from overrunning her, but the Allies entered 
the fray determined ‘that in the end. they 
shall prevail, and that Poland as well as 
the other nations which have fallen beneath 
the advances of the German hordes shall be 
restored to thelr former liberty and territorial 
integrity. 

Reviewing the events which occurred dur= 
ing last August, which finally led to. the 
@eclaration of war upon Germany, there can~ 
not be the slightest doubt that the Alles did 
werything in thelr power, short of submis~ 
sion to the Nazis’ rapacious demands, to avert 
the present conflict. But it was not to be 
‘The ‘mighty military, machine which the 
Nazis had built during previous years had to 
be used, and with complete callousness Herr 
Hitler plunged Europe into a war, which, 
despite every effort which is being made, 
‘may spread far beyond its present confines. 
‘The British Empire and France did not 
lightly take up the sword. ‘They will not 
lightly tay it down. Nor wilt it be sheathed 
until Naalism and all the hideous things for 
Which it stands are wiped of the face of 
the earth, and in that detetmination the great 
‘Commonwealth of Nations which is the Brie 
tish Empire, is unanimous. The oneness of 
purpose with which the Dominions and the 
Colonies have rallied to the assistance of the 
mother country in its crusade against evil, 
the spontaneous enthusiasm with which so 
‘many’ ,various peoples have responded to the 
call to arms, and the willing submission ot 
all to the sterner discipline of war, show 
that the heart of the Empire is in the right 
place. ‘The Empite may in truth be an og- 
fregation of nations so .apparently loosely 
‘bound together that some people fall to un- 
derstand how it could ever present itself, to 
the world as a single unit as it is now doing, 
But the bonds which unite them are most 
spiritual involving the acceptance of high 
{deals of justice, truth and democracy and 
fan inspired loyalty to them all. Tt is for 
these things that the British Empire has again 
been called upon to fight. Tt is to ensure 
that decency and justice shall stil prevail in 
the world, that the Allies are again to watch 
the spilling of the blood of their youth in 
many theatres of war, and it is because of 
these things that on such a day as this the 
pride which is felt by Britons over the sin- 
fle fact of their citizenship in the Empire, 
is 80 openly manifested, 

‘The Empire is again at war with that 
‘iesser breed” which has so frequently during 
the past nine months shown itself to be 
completely “without the law.” It faces an 
‘enemy which will stick at nothing in the 
struggle for victory, without which the evil 
system which controls it cannot hope to live. 
‘This year it is passing through an anxio 
period. ‘The battle which has only just be- 
gun in Burope still remains undecided. It 
hhas not yet assumed the complexion of a 
major confict into which it shows every sign 
of developing. When that comes about the 

inxieties of the past few days may be in~ 
eased. They can, however, be faced with 
the knowledge that the “Empire possess 
vast resources all of which have not yet been 
thrown into the melting pot of wai, ond a 
rim patience with which to suffer reverses. 
‘The path to victory may be a long one. hat 
it will be extremely arduous is to be tcken 
for granted. That the Empire will shrink 
from any sacrifice necessary for the final 
achievement of victory cannot for one mo- 
ment be believed. It will not; the history 
of a thousand years of struggle is sufficient 
to indicate that. Readers aro referred to the 
Empire Day message trom Viscount Bledisloe, 
which appears elsewhere in this issue, and 
particularly the closing paragraph :—

towns. It is quite true that they will be 
able to do so, But it is not the one-sided 
affair that it would seem to be on the face 
of the German statement. In this connec~ 
tion it has to be remembered that-the Bri- 
tish coast towns are just as close to the 
French coast as the French coast is close to 
‘them, and what can be handed out on one. 
side ‘can also be on the other, while, until 
‘the Allied counter-attack has been launched 
and ended, it would be premature to assume 
‘that all is lost in connection with the 
northern wing of the Allied armies which in 
fact, as French military analysts have pointed 
out, are only lightly surrounded by the Ge 
man forces which have penetrated along the 
Somme to the coast. In this connection it 
‘would be as well to pay very considerable 
attention to the views of the French military 
commentators, ‘They signally established a 
fine reputation for themselves, during the 
last war for the accuracy with which they 
summed up various situations as they arose, 
and the very realistic manner in which they. 
did thelr work then justifies the belief 
that they will be equally accurate and’ 
realistic in this war, ‘It is their opinion that 
these advance forces of the Germans will 
be destroyed in precisely the same way as 
the audacious Uhlan cavalry who performed 
the same mancuvres during the carly days 
of the last war. ‘They nearly pushed thelr: 
‘way to Paris before they were stopped. 

It needs to be borne in mind that the 
Germans have succeeded Jn making a num- 
ber of narrow enclaves into the Allied Lines, 
which could not immediately be avoided be- 
cause the enemy, having the initlative of the 
offensive at the present time, could choose 
to the best advantage the scenes of . rapid 
attacks, and it will not be until the Allies 
have reorganized their forces that the ex- 
pected counter-attack can be commenced: It 
was reported that this would start yesterda; 
‘That may or may not be a piece of intel- 
gent anticipation, but there is every reason 
to believe that, when General Weygand de- 
cides to throw’ the major Allied forces into 
the field, the situation will be rapidly stabil- 
ized, It’ is obvious that unless and until a 
major reverse is inflicted upon the Allies the 
end of the present battle will not have been 
seen. ‘The apparent policy of the Allied, 
‘command is to lead the enemy on to waste 
his resources in the manner he is doing, and 
which is proceeding at a rate which com- 
pletely prevents any future rehabilitation 
save at the expense of a long period of quies~ 
cence. In this connection it is possible that 
the Allies will have to face long weeks of 
suspension and anxiety similar to those which 
marked the opening stages of the war in 
1914, and to endeavour to form any conelu- 
sions at the present regarding the outcome 
of this opening phase of the struggle would 
be just as idle now as it was shown to be 
in the months of Auyust and September of 
1914. In this connection it is Important to 
remember that such famous strategists as 
General Weygand are not to be hurried in 
their decisions. ‘The fact that he recently 
made a personal survey of the battle areas 
by aeroplane, at a risk which would in. 
other circumstances seem amazing, is in it~ 
self conclusive proof of the intimate study 
he is giving to the matter, It is for him 
to decide when the counter-attack shall be 
Jounched, and it is only reasonable to sup- 
pose that he will not decide to do so until 
he is completely satisfied that he has made 
all the dispositions necessary for the offen- 
sive and to redeem the position should by 
any: mischance it happen that the enemy 
may be able to hold it up. 

On balance the last two days show some 
slight advantage to the Allies. ‘The reoccupa~ 
tion of Arras and Cambrai in what after all 
have been merely local counter-offensives, 
clearly demonstrates that the Allied forces 
‘on the northern wing have in no way been 
deprived of their striking force, and until 
it has been attempted and failed, it would be 
































rash to assume that the Allies will not be 
able to’ effect a junction with the northern’ 
forces. Thus in what up to now has proved 
to be the heaviest battle of the war, on the 
front from Arras, through Cambrai to Valen- 
ciennes, it is claimed that the French and 
British ‘artillery have gained the superiority 
over the Germans in a terrific exchange of 
shelling. Tt remains to be seen whether that 
superiority can be maintained and built up. 
‘To that end the Allies are bending every 
effort, for all the lessons of the last war 
‘clearly show that until that has been done, 
and the Allies have gained supremacy over @ 
substantially large “front, mo. thought of 
throwing the infantry into a counter-attack’ 
can for one moment be entertained. That 
is why it is being continually emphasized that 
‘while adequate importance should be attached 
to each day's developments there should not 
be those wide fluctuations between optimism 
and despondency which have been noticed 
in some quarters. ‘They cannot at the pre- 
sent time be, justified. Persons who permit 
themselves 16 be influenced in this manner 
are playing precisely the enemy's game. It 

‘be noticed that on every occasion they 
hhave sought to magnify every gain. ‘Their 
original claim that one million of the Allied 
troops had been surrounded was designed to| 
spread dismay behind the Allied lines. ‘Those 
{Troops have been surrounded, but, as it now 
transpires, by light forces. ‘which will be 
dealt with when General Weygand decides. 
‘There is nothing in the situation which can 
bbe. considered irretrievably lost, serious 
though it undoubtedly is. That Britain is at 
the moment the main German objective is 
undoubtedly true; that they are having it 
entirely their own way is emphatically not. 
‘On the reports to hand the advantage of the 
friginal initiative is. gradually disappearing 
and the next few weeks may see it completely 
aisappear. 














SLIGHT IMPROVEMENT 
May 27. 


‘The complete reticence which the Alliéd 
high’ command 1s maintaining concerning 
developments in the battle in Flanders is 
‘wholly justified for military reasons, Never~ 
theless it is possible, from the few scraps 
of information which ‘are allowed to be pub= 
Tished, to form some idea of how the strugsle 
is waging, and to understand why, despite 
the gravity of the situation, it is still pos 
sible for observers to find ground for con~ 
fidence as to the outcome of this engage- 
ment. The German Panzer detachments; 
{aking advantage of a weakness which deve- 
oped in the Allied line between Peronne, 
and Cambrai, were able to sweep north- 
Westwards along the north bank of the: 
Somme, reaching Abbeville whence it con~ 
tinued northwards towards Boulogne, spread= 
ing fanwise towards St. Omer, creating a 
Wide swathe of destruction in’ which the 
country, through which these advance troops 
have passed, has been completely devastated. 
‘The German claim to have captured Boulogne 
‘are emphatically denied by the Allies, ond 
there is every reason to believe that the 
Initial speed, with which the German advance 
troops moved along the Somme valley, has 
already been held up. In the meantime the 
French commenced a movement across the 
‘Somme between Corbie and Peronne, to- 
gether with a drive from Cambrai south~ 
‘westwards which on Friday had the result 
‘of reducing the gap in the Allied lines from 
35 miles to 25. ‘That on Saturday: was still 
further reduced until the two Allied fronts 
were within twelve nilles of each other, and, 
consequently, are now in position to dominate 
the narrow corridor along which the Panzer 
divisions have been able to advance to the 
coast. Further progress by the Allies on 
both fronts should have the effect of ereating 
a junction, and again presenting a unified 
line of resistance against the German armies. 
‘This would have the effect of ultimately 
restoring the situation. Against the Allied 
movement the German troops north of the 
Somme are seeking by advances towards| 
Vimy to outflank the Allied forces at 
Bapaume and Cambrai with the intention of 
foreing them {o suspend the southward 
movement necessary to effect the junction 
‘with the French forces which have crossed 
the ‘Somme. 

It is believed, however, that the German, 
forces behind the Allied lines in Flanders are 
not sufficiently strong to be able to make 
such a move effective, while the narrowing 
down of the original gap makes it very diml- 
feult indeed for the Germans to send in the| 
einforeements necessary to secure the de~ 
sired success. The danger of General von 
Reichenau's troops which have been rushed 
(hrough the gap being finally cut off ted the 
Germans on Saturday to try every means of 
bursting ‘the Allied pocket. Using their 
numerical superiority at various points they 
attacked with very considerable vigour, but 
the latest information shows that the Allies 
held all points, and beat back the German 
altacks with considerable loss to the enemy. 
‘At no place did these German attacks prove 
successful. Roughly speaking the lines on, 
the two fronts run in Flanders and north- 
astern France from Ghent, to Tournal, 
Valenciennes, Cambrai, Bapaume, round to) 
‘St. Omer and to Boulogne on the éoast, while 
in France it runs along the line of the Somme 
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to Sedan. The experience of the last few days 





has clearly shown that where the Allied posi- 
tions can be placed behind a river the 
mechanized weapons of the Germans lose 
much of their value. While all this has been 
going on the Allied air force has been 
vigorously attacking the communications of 
the Germans, and inflicting upon them such 
damage as may well ultimately have a con- 
siderable effect upon the ultimate outcome 
of this engagement. That the Allies are 
fighting well and confidently is the judgment 
of General Weygand, who has expressed him- 
self as satisfied with the efforts they are 
putting forward, and there is ground for 
believing that if they can continue their 
present resistance for a few days more, 
they will have succeeded in re-establishing 
their line and cutling off General von 
Reichenau's forces from the main German 
body. Should that prove to be the case there 
stiould not be too much difficulty in rounding 
them up, for with the exhaustion of fuel and 
ammunition, which must result from any 
closing of the gap, the Panzer units will be 
rendered ineffective. 

The situation is, therefore, far from hope- 
less, and it is no’ exaggeration to state that 
Sufficient improvement has been effected 
through the stern fighting of the Allies to 
Justify the opinion that there has indeed been 
Something of a betterment since the Germans 
originally made their break through. There 
is, however, still much to be done before the 
position can be completely restored, and until 
this is done the situation will still be a 
grave one. In the air the Allied forces still 
make up for numerical inferiority with the 
excellence of their machines and the capabili- 
ties of thelr airmen. Here more damage has 
‘been inflicted upon the enemy than they 
have been able to do to the Allies whose 
losses are still small as compared with those 
‘of the Germans. ' That to a very large extent 
is caused by the general inferiority of the 
German seroplane as compared with the fine 
productions of the Allies, and those purchased 
from the United States’ which have already 
been Jaunched into action, and the fact that 
30 many-of the German pilots are hurriedly 
trained youths, sent out against the Allies 
‘after the scantiest of instruction. In some 
instances German pilots have been found 
with but a few hours of flying experience 
sent up to encounter Allied fiiers of years 
of solid: training behind them. ‘This either 
means that the Germans are diluting their 
experienced pilots with comparatively in- 
‘experienced ones, or that the German losses 
in the air have in fact been upon the 
large scale claimed by the Allies. Either 
explanation will be acceptable from the 
Allied point of view for both indicate a 
degree of weakness which cannot but be 
satisfactory. ‘Together with all these con- 
siderations it needs to be remembered that 
the gigantic effort which the Germans are 
making in this desperate throw of theirs is 
making enormous inroads into the reserves 
of war material which they have ac- 
‘cumulated. Millions of gallons of petrol, and 
other fuel are being used up daily. It is the 
same caso with munitions, while the 
casualties which the enemy has sustained are 
‘at present. out of all proportion to the 
territory he has gained. It is for all these 
reasons that the official viow that the situa- 
tion while still grave is not irretrievable can 
bbe accepted. 











INVASION OF BRITAIN? 
May 28. 

‘Tho manner in which the struggle in 
Flanders is fluctuating is to be seen from the 
fact that, though over the week-end the 
Allies appeared to have improved their posi- 
tion somewhat, the capture of Boulogne by 
the enemy clearly indicates that much will 
have to be done before the situation can be 
considered stabilized. ‘Thus, though the Al- 
ios have reduced the width of the corridor 
‘long which General von Reichenau’s army 
was able to proceed to the Channel coast and 
northwards to Boulogne, and now have it 
under artillery control, the situation will not 
improve until it is finally closed and this 
particular section of the German forces sur- 
rounded, and destroyed. ‘Towards this end 
the French have been strongly attacking 
north of the Somme while it is apparent that 
in addition to forcing his way to Boulogne the 
German commander has been endeavouring 
fo turn the Allied position in the Bapaume- 
Cambrai sector with the design of wiping out 
that salient and thereby stopping the Allied 
attempts to force their way southwards and 
effect a junction with the French forces who 
are struggling towards them. The course of 
the next few days will show whether they 
are able to do that, and the reports which 
have come to hand clearly demonstrate that 
the enemy is mecting with a stern resistance 
which is helping to turn the time factor more 
favourably towards the Allies. ‘The capture 
of the Channel ports, serious as it is, is not 
and_will not be disastrous unless the Allies 
in Flanders collapse. There is nothing to 
indicate any such likelihood and until the 
Germans can obtain access to the ports by 
more satisfactary routes than that along the 
northern bank of the Somme they will not be 
able to make use of the ports as bases for 
the onslaught upon Great Britain. ‘The in- 
vasion of that country has for centuries been 
the dream of continental enemies of the 
British. Phillip of Spain had the idea during 
Tt was for 
years the obsession of Napoleon, and is the 
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present craze of Herr Hitler. William the 
Conqueror was able to do it, but it must be 
remembered that King Harold was pre- 
occupied in the north of England at the time 
and it was only by forced marches that he 
was able to reach Hastings before the. Nor- 
‘man invaders had penetrated further inland. 
In the case of Napoleon it was British sea 
power which made him continually postpone 
the intended invasion, and, finally robbed 
him of any chanee of success in this direction. 

The situation is very different from what 
it was in those days, but it is generally con- 
‘ceded that, unless Herr Hitler can obtain com= 
mand of the'sea, and the air, the chances of 
his being able to land and maintain sufficient- 
ly large forces in Britain are not very great. 
It would be necessary for him to’ free a 
Jarge section of the English Channel from any 
danger of Allied attack by sea and air, and 
before he will be able, to secure that he 
will have to deal with the combined sea and 
air forces of the Allies who may be counted 
upon to place all manner of obstacles in his 
way. At the same time it is reported that 
the enemy also contemplates a second in- 
vasion using the Norwegian ports as bases: 
The distances he would have to send his 
troops across the North Sea and the com- 
mand which the Allied fleets have over those 
waters suggests, if anything, that difficult 
the Channel passage would’ undoubtedly be, 
that from Norway would be even more so, 
Consequently the massing of transports at 
Norwegian ports may not mean much for 
the present, and may turn out to be for the 
purpose of bringing back some of the German 
forees in Norway as it was hinted some few 
days ago the German command was con- 
templating. Reverting to the plan to invade 
Britain from the French Channel ports, the 
scheme is not so simple as some of the 
German enthusiasts would appear to be- 
lieve. Even if the enemy succeeded in wip- 
ing out the Allied forces in Flanders, they’ 
would still have along thelr flank the sub- 
stantial forces which already are on the line 
from the Channel in the west to Sedan in 
the east. ‘The Germans would not only have 
to secure themselves from offensives from 
that line, but would find themselves at all 
times harassed by Allied air attacks at the 

ld have captured, and 
Which would necessarily be concentration 
Points for the forces destined for Britain. 
‘They sould thus be considerably exposed to 
Allied action which could be safely relied 
‘upon to inflict the greatest amount of damage 
possible, 

The latest reports from Britain indicate 
that the Government is by no means 
minimizing the possibility of this threat of 
invasion, ‘The appointment of Sir Edmund 
Ironside to head the Home Forces will be 
heartily welcomed as involving the right 
‘man being put in the right place. ‘There are 
large numbers of men available for the 
defence of Great Britain, a substantial air 
defence and sufficiently ‘large numbers df 
aireraft to give the German invaders an ex- 
ceptionally rough time, and it is considered 
doubtful whether the ‘Germans could land 
enough men at any one time to be able to 
withstand the terrific attacks which would 
be made upon them by all arms. Any such 
Janding would need to be supported by naval 
fs well as aircraft. Of the former the Ger~ 
mans have been largely deprived by the 
suecesses of the Allied navies which have 
greatly reduced the German effective strength 
‘on sea, and while some support could be 
given from the air the ability of the Allied 
air forees to hamper it considerably must 
always be taken into consideration, Further= 
more the South Coast is of such configuration 
that the landing places for which the German 
invaders would be likely to make are quite 
clearly indicated, so that any element of sur 
prise would not'be so important as it might 
be were geographical conditions different, It 
is not quite apropos to endeavour to draw 
any parallel with the Allied venture at Ga 
lipoli during the last war, for conditions are 
80 very different, but one lesson learned then 
was that even with the support of a power- 
ful fleet,—for which the air-arm is not in 
every way the perfect substitute,—progress 
after landing was not only difficult but costly, 
and that in face of an enemy which was so 
‘well equipped to offer the excellent resistance 
it did, as the British would be on this oc- 
casion. All this has been written not for the 
Purpose of showing that a German invasion 
f Britain is impossible, but to indleate that 
it Is surrounded by diMeulties which it might 
take the Germans considerable time and great 
effort to overcome. Herr Hitler will en- 
deavour to embark upon it as soon as he 
may be able to consolidate his position in the 
French Channel ports. He has not even done 
that now, and the present battle has not yet 
Aceided that he shall. But his overwhelming 
desire to strike a blow at Britain may tempt 
him to embark upon another of his wild 
gambles. ‘They have been rather more suc~ 
cessful than is comfortable at the present 
time, but it is only gambling with the pos- 
sibility of the luck turning against him at 
any moment. The elimination of the Allied 
forces in Flanders, even if he is able to 
achieve that, would not mean any” great 
simplification of the task, except to make 
the ports easier of access, and it is beeause 
of all these reasons that it is contended that 
the loss of this present battle by the All 
does not mean their ultimate defeat, though

ast year. Hotel prices also have to

As to householders, bringing stores 
‘from Shanghai with them they would 
to sueh extent protect themselves: 
‘against both possible shortage and 
increased prices. 

Regarding hotel charges; this is a 
matter for individual approach. There 
fare so many different kinds and 
types that there can be no genersl| 
average struck. As to where to stay,|

What further thought do we find 
in our story? This is the story of

early stage of revelation, ‘but the 
same profound truths belong to all 
stages. The most important lesson 
is the pieture of Abraham's inter~ 

‘and the ‘nature and im- 
Plieations of that intercession. We 
Should notice that Abraham's’ pity 
‘and compassion are for simmers. 
Indifference to” the fate of one’s 
enemics 1s impossible to God's 
friends. Friendship is the only basis 
‘of intercession. Without It we must 
juestion, doubt, and rebel against 
the answers. Intercession pre-sup- 
poses spiritual relationship. 

"We notice Abraham's importunity, 
and this importunity is commended 
by Jesus. “You will remember His 
story. of the friend who called at 
midnight to beg bread, and would 
hot Heave until satisfied. tn this 
story ‘he spoke of tho shameless 
persistence of the friend, who was 
‘hot shamed by his own ‘persistence 
because It was on behalf of another. 
Now God is a friend who is far 
more ready to give than we to 
receive of ask. By asking God for 
mercy, and that is what the world 

‘needing today, we can never 
‘exhaust His supply. And here is an 
lurge to Christian prayer. What 
satisfy us today may’ be wholly 
Inadequate for tomorrow. He alone 
knows what we may need tomorrow. 
So we are told to pray without 
ceasing. 

‘We now come to Abraham's motive. 
It was jealousy of God's honow 
arising from a deep sense of God’ 
Justice (verse 25). We must remem~ 
‘bor that the philosophy of that day 
hhad no teaching of the hereafter— 
then Justice must be manifested in 
this life, While our’ beliet has 
changed, we must hold to the same 
Jealousy’ and confidence in God's 
Justice. God's friends must be con- 
vineed that His way is perfect. He 
is quite capable of looking after His 
‘own honour, but is it safe in our 
hands. “For "His honour we must 
pray that our alms be kept on that 
high plane of justice and freedom 
with which we entered the war. T2 
make oUF prayer effective we must 
keep close to Him, and this can only 
bbe by constant prayer and commun- 
fon. "May a growing Jealousy for His 
honour and a passionate desire for 
the restoration of His justice be the 
burden of our intercessions today. 
May we be prepared to receive His 
anceer ‘by. bringing our own lives 
and through thom. the life of our 
fation Into comformity with His 
standards, 


Pelends Are Intercessors 

God's friends are intereessors. The 
question Is asked: Is intercessory 
prayer effective? Can God alter His 
plans on man's pleading? Given 
That great pre-requisite, man’s will- 
ingnest for God's will’ to become 
‘more effective in the world—why 
nol?” Man's greatest boast is freedom 
of will, We are made in God's 
Image. ‘Spiritual compulsion is for- 
eign to God's nature—because it is 
worthless, subjectively or objectively. 
It therefore man is free, on what 
ogical grounds is not God free? I 
do not mean that God has arbitary 
freedom—He has limited Himself— 
He cannot be untrue to His own 
nature. He has a free personality, 
however, and cannot help expressing 
every virlue He has ereated—the 
‘greatest of which is merey, purchased 
in the sacrifice of the Cross. Jesus 
Knew. God's laws, and He prayed 
for Peter, unknown to Peter, and 
the devil was defeated.

"Since the final goal of, the 
Japanese campaign in China is the 
establishment of a new order in 
East Asia through close co-operation 
between” Chinese | and Japanese 
youths,” Gen. Olkawa said, “the 
latter should ‘behave better here so 
that they will be qualified to co- 
‘operate with and guide the former.”

‘The complete address by Mr. George 
was as follows: "Rangers, Guides and 
Brownies: Rovers, Scouts and Wolf 
Cubs; ‘This day, ‘May 24, is Empire 
Day, and it is celebrated every year 
by many millions of British subjects 
‘and their friends all over the world. 
‘The late Earl of Meath founded 
Empire Day as long ago as 1902, but 
it was not offleially recognized in the 
British colonies until 1903, and in 
England not till 1916. Since then, 
that is to say for the past 24 years, 
May 24, the Birthday of the good 
Queen Victoria, has been sot aside 
8 a day of’ special celebration. 
‘Throughout the Empire school chil- 
dren salute the Union Jack, and give 
three cheers for His Majesty ‘The 
King, paying homage in this fashion 
to the great Empire to which they 
belong. 

“But this is not all we have to do 
today. Today, of ali days, T think, 
we should atk ourselves "what the 
British Empire stands for. It is im- 
cult to explain anything so big in a 
few words, but the Empire is a sort 
of family’ of free self-governing 
nations, which owes its existence to 
the courage, the enterprise and the 
self-sacrifice’ of our forbears. These 
several free nations are bound to- 
gether by loyalty to one King, one 
Crown. The” British” Empire, - or 
Commonwealth of Nations, as man; 
people prefer to call it, has no writ 
ten constitution, ‘The ‘Empire as 
whole has no parliament of its ow:

‘The Council shares your regret at 
the incident in question, ‘The Council 
& gravely concerned at the recent 
yenewed putbteak jin Shanghal of 
political and other armed crime, and 
desires the co-operation of ail. in 
‘order to restore that state of nw 
and order which we all desire, 

“The facts of the incident in ques- 
tion are as follows. Mr. Zia-ting 
visited the Metropole Garden Ball- 
room, of which he was a regular 
Patron, on the evening of May 6. 
Just Before 11 pm. he engaged 
hhire car at the entrance to the ball- 
room and was about to enter the 
vehicle when a male Chinese ap- 
prodchtd and ‘fred at him. thive 
‘shots. The assassin, accompanied by 
three others who had remained in the 
background, made good 
along Gordon Road. 

“While deeply regretting the In- 
cldent in question it Is my duly to 
point out that, knowing and regretting, 
fas we do the’ prevalence in Shanghai 
of political armed rime, it is lesir- 
able in the interests of all that 
‘officials of your government, .when in 
the Settlement, should take reason- 
able measures for thelr own protec- 
tion. ‘The Municipal Police are doing 
‘and will continue to do all that they 
ican; they need, however, co-opera- 
tion. Many offeials appear to take 
‘no measures to provide for thelr own, 
safety; the Police are not Informed of 
their movements, and they frequent 
night clubs unprotected. 

“I can, of course, assure you that 
every possible step’ will be taken to 
tack down the assassin in question.”

Tt was during this encounter that 
DSI Moir was hit in the arm whilst 
F-S. Cooke was wounded in the chest, 
and the party, realizing that they 
‘were outsnumbered and that their 
retreat was cut off, took cover by 
lying flat on the floor: to awalt the 
arrival of a rescue squad. Even- 
tually a party consisting of D. 5. 
Jones, F. P. S. Schale and CDC. 187 
who, ‘it ‘wilt be recalled, had gone 
down for more ammunition proesed- 
ed to the upper rooms and manajed 
to evacuate D. S. 1. Moir and F. § 
Cooke, ‘the laiter being faint trom 
loss of blood. C.P.C, 2041 remained 
‘on the spot ‘to cover any” further 
activities of the robbers. 


Wit in Vital Spots 
‘An examination of the steel vest 
‘worn by D. 8. 1. Moir revealed that 
two bullets had penetrated it at vital 
spots. ‘The wounded officers were 
despatched 10 Hospital whereupon 
D.'s. Jones, P. . Schale and CD.C. 
157 resumed the search of the furni- 
ture store on the first floor where, 
by the light of their torches, they. 
encountered two further robbers 
whom they instantly shot dead. 

Undoubtedly all the officers con- 
cerned did outstanding work and 
displayed exceptional ‘bravery and 
iniiative, but the courage displayed 
by CDC. 167 was astounding in that 
he entered the building ‘on three, 
‘occasions well Knowing that it con- 
tained desperate armed men in large 
numbers. In the case of D. S. 1. Moir 
the Board took into consideration his 
long and excelient record. in the 
handling of “dangerous eases and 
‘with regard to the other recommend- 
ations the work done was definitely:

One is that Hitler's forces| 
will overcomie the forces of the 
democrat Allies. Hitlerism may then 
reign over Europe and the next war 
or the present war extended must be 
‘Teutonie-Slavic. No” matter’ which 
side might win, Asia “must be the 
next field for conquest, 

‘Another possible outcome Is that 
the Allies will defeat Hitler's forces. 
‘Then one may be assured to see the 
application of democratic ideas and 
ideals. Common security may "be 
developed and common” prosperity, 
protected, enlarged and shared world: 
wide. Asin may enjoy peace. 

Now Hitlerism presents itself 
clearly, What a victorious Hitlerism 
may Mean can be imagined, Even 
from the selfish standpoint it’ cannot 
be seen desirable that Soviet Russia, 
aly, oF Japan should help Hitler (6 

Of course National Socialism in 
Germany may be replaced by Stalin- 
ism or Marxism before the wat 
ends, On the other hand, Soviet 
Russia may become democratic and 
again support the world eause ‘for 
‘which the Allies are fighting. "There 
is reason for being optimistic, for 
optimism is reasonable as” the old 
Chinese at my next door says.

Instead of having a” co-operative 
society, why not organize a "Con- 
‘sumers' Co-operative Soclety,” where 
by for an infinitesimal cost of| 
organizing. a society for the importa 
tion and distribution of commodities 
a control of prices could be con- 
trolled by the consumer. 

Briefly, If consumers were central~ 
zed and organized, and furthermore 
Instructed to purchase necessaries | 
from fair-dealing merchants. willing| 
to qucte and accept reasonable prices 
for thelr risk and work, the others 
would be compelled to’ get out of 
‘business or come in on the same 
evel,

benef, prices would be influenced by

AMERICA AND THE WAR

‘The German invasion of Scandinavia was 
immediately recognized in the United States 
as inaugurating a new stage in the war. 
Whatever the reason, military opinion in the 
United States felt, after the first surprise 
was over, that Germany had committed o 
strategie blunder. ‘The invasion, as well as 
marking a new military stage in the war, 
algo marked a new stage in thought about 
the war, It brought home a more thorough 
realization of what Naziism really meant. 
‘The period of optimistic self-deception was 
fat Inst over. It was no longer possible 10 
yetire from ‘one comforting thought to an- 
other ; opinion had its back to the wall of 
hard Yeality. At first Hitler was believed 
to be interested solely in rectifying the ter- 
ritorial losses of Versailles; then he was 
assumed to be striving to ‘incorporate all 
peoples of the Germanic race into one father~ 
land, ‘This might have had some’ moral 
justifleation, but further stages in the pro- 
{gress of Naziism showed that Hitler’s horizon 
was still wider, ‘The war showed his desire 
for domination of central and western 
Europe and led to the clear declaration of 
the Nazi beliet in the Germans as a master 
race who had a right to be dominant over 
inferior peoples, such as Poles and Czechs. 
Such a conception did not greatly affect the 
United States. The invasion of Norway, 
however, showed that Naziism was like 
cancer, the spread of which could not be 
confined to any area. The threat of world 
domination once again hung over mankind. 

President Roosevelt himself put the matter 
with convincing clarity in an address made’ 
to the Board of the Pan American Union : 
“today we can have no illusions. Old dreams 
of universal empire are again rampant. We 
hear of races which claim the right of mas- 
tery. We learn of groups which insist that 
they have the right to impose their way of 
life on other nations. We encounter econo- 
mie compulsions, shrewdly devised to force 
‘great areas into political spheres of influence. 
All this is not a mere academic interest’ 

It, was remarkable that the President 
should feel it possible to make such a state- 
‘ment without political risk. There has never 
been any doubt that the directing heads of 
‘American policy: felt that the European wat’ 
was far more than “a clash of rival im- 
perialisms” or a renewal of the “age-old 
boundary disputes.” : 

‘The first result of the Scandinavian in- 
vasion from the American point of view, 
therefore, was to lead to a clearer perception 
of what the war was about. The preliminary’ 














‘efforts of the German propaganda machi 
condition American opinion for the shock of 
the invasion and excuse it, once it had 
been accomplished, failed completely. The 
Isolationists, no doubt, felt that American 
diplomats were often indisereet, but they also| 
felt equally strongly that foreigners had no 
business lecturing the United States by 
telling them so. The Scandinavian invasion, 
therefore, did not take place (as the Nazis) 
hoped it would) in the midst of a vigorous 
Isolationist campaign in the United States. 

While the Isolationists were still trying 
hard to convince themselves that both sides 
were at fault in Scandinavia, the Administra 
tion watehed cautiously. In accordance with| 
the spirit of the Neutrality Act, their frst 
thought was not to denounce the aggression, 
but to see that the spreading of the war did 
not involve the United States nor harm its 
interest. 

As well as being the instrument through 
which Congressional foreign policy was 
enforeed, the Administration had a foreign 
policy of its own, based upon an entirely 
different outlook.’ Congress believed all! 
sides in a war should be treated the same; 
the Administration, believed the United States 
should speak ‘out "when aggression had oc- 
curred. Cautiously the Administration be- 
gan to act on this latter assumption. The 
President spoke guardedly shortly after the 
invasion had taken place of the potentiali- 
ties of the new situation. Seven days after 
the invasion the President felt sufficiently 
sure of his ground to issue a statement fully 
in accordance *with Administration policy 
without even a nod in the direction of the 
Congressional policy of impartiality. “Force 
and military aggression are once more on 
the march against small nations, in this in- 
stance through the invasion of Denmark and 
Norway.” The President thus branded Ger- 
many a3 an aggressor power, just as he had 
branded Russia as an aggressor power for 
its invasion of Finland. (He never branded 
Germany as an aggressor power for its in- 
vasion of Poland). By implication the Pre- 
sident then outlined the theory that the war 
was being fought by the Allied governments 
on behalf of the rights of small nations and 
for the survival of Western civilization, “If 
civilization is to survive,” he said, “the 
rights of smaller nations to independence, to 
their territorial integrity, and to the un- 
impeded opportunity for self-government, 
must be respected by their more powerful 
neighbours.’ 





‘The invasion of Scandinavia thus brought 
home to the United States its moral concern 
with the issue of the war by the threat which 
it offered to the rights of smaller nations 
everywhere. It also brought the war closer. 
to the United States, not only morally, but 
practically, by raising the question of the 
future of Greenland, a Danish colony within 
the western hemisphere, and, therefore, with 
in the area covered by the Monroe Doctrine. 
If Germany could make good its claim to’ 
Greenland the war would be brought physic- 
ally much closer to the United States. If 
Germany attempted to occupy Greenland and | 
the United States resisted this occupation as 
contrary to the Monroe Doctrine, the United 
States would be in the war. Said the lead~ 
ing Isolationist in the House of Representa 
tives, Mr. Hamilton Fish of New York, “There 
is no chance whatever as long as Great Bri- 
tain controls the seas for Germany to seize 
Greenland or Iceland or any of those distant 
possessions of either Denmark or Norway.’ 
For an Isolationist to admit, even indirectly, 
that the British navy was one of the defences 
of the Monroe Doctrine shows the educative 
effect which the Scandinavian invasion was 
having. 

If the uncertainty of Greenland’s position 
brought the war geographically nearer, the 
‘Trojan horse tactics of infiltration brought the 
threat .within the borders of the United States 
itself. Perhaps America was not completely 
secure, so long as the focal centres fom 
which ‘the subversive elements in the country 
derived their strength remained powerful. 
“Tt Can't Happen Here” was the title of Mr. 
Sinclair Lewis’ fantasy suggesting that it 
could. Even if Mr. Lewis’ account was far- 
fetched as far as the United States is con- 
cerned, it might not be quite so far-fetched 
as a forecast of what might happen in Latin 
America. 

















Addressing the D.A.R. Convention, Mr. J. 
Edgar Hoover, Director of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, suggested that there were 
any number of Trojan horses within the 
United States, organizations whose high 
sounding titles’ concealed the fact that they 
were affiliated in spirit, if not legally, with 
either the Russian or the German dictat 
ships. “These newly allied destructionists,’ 
he said of Germany and Russia, “stand for 
the complete overthrow of all American in- 
stitutions." ‘These organizations which were 
‘out to destroy the American Bill of Rights 
loudly invoked its protection when any effort 
‘was made to investigate their activities, Mr. 
‘Hoover complained. 

‘The Scandinavian invasion influenced 
United States’ opinion in yet another way. 
‘The strength of the Isolationists had hitherto| 
been in the Middle West. The Middle West| 
is also the home of most Scandinavian- 
‘Americans. There are 3% millions first and 
second generation Scandinavians in the’ 











‘are in the far West or the East. ‘The Scan- 
dinavian-Americans are people of influence 
in national polities. Combined with the 
Poles and .Czechoslovakians, there are now. 
nearly 10,000,000 Americans who have a 
direct emotional interest in the defeat of the 
Nazis. First and second generation Ameri 
cans of English origin number another 36 
millions. “America's 4,000,000 Jews have also 
a direct interest in seeing the, Nazi Govern- 
ment overthrown, owing to the persecution, 
if not of their relatives, at least of their 
race. Added together, “Americans having 
blood tes with the Allied cause now number 
approximately 12 per cent. of the American 
Population. 

‘The Scandinavian invasion has led to,a 
better understanding of what the war 
about. It has not changed in any way 
American determination to stay out from 
the military point of view, but it has des- 
troyed the conception of the war as a remote 
spectacle, the outcome of which does not 
concern the United States. 

These observations of the Washington cor- 
respondent of the, “North-China Daily News” 
regarding America’s European policy are 7 
inforced by the recent declarations of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt since the invasion of Holland 
jand Belgium by the German army.—E. 














ALONG THE HIGHWAYS 


May 22.—The graceful Heavenly Bamboo is 
in flower: this is another shrub that we are 
able to pass by at this time of the year with 
out giving it more than a passing glance; but 
jin the Autumn, when the plant is bearing 
panicles of red fruit and its foliage has turned 
]2purplish-red, we see it in its full glory and 
‘admire it. Nandina domestica is the botanical 
name of this Chinese plant and it is a member 
fof the berberis family. The Heavenly Bamboo 
thrives as a pot plant and also grows in full 
sunshine provided it receives an ample water 
Supply. It'is more at home, however, in partial 
shade and although it is ‘fairly hardy, it, ap- 
preciates a position where it's protected from 
the cold Winter winds. We see that the coreopsis 
is beginning to give our gardens a touch of 
colour. The’ tiek-seed obtained its name. from 
the Greek word meaning bug-like: the showy 
[yellow-flowered coreopsis is much used as a 
feut flower and, in passing, we should mention 
‘that they do not resemble’ bugs: the author of 
that name had the seed in mind when he gave 
the plant its common name. We have noticed 
‘a number of foxgloves in local gardens recently, 
this dignified plant deserves to be popular. We 
prefer the common Digitalis purpurea: its 
variety campanulata, with the top flowers united 
so that they appear like large bell. shaped 
looms, is of course liked by many people; but 
we feel that it will never become such a 
favourite as the wild foxglove of the British 
‘woods, Digitalis means, in Latin, the finger 
of a giove; but there appears to be much doubt 
concerning the origination of the “fox” part of 
the common name, It is said by some that it 
originated in Wales where the plant was called 
fairies’ glove:” as fairies were also known 
folks, the name eventually became “folks glove” 
Inter misspelt “fox  glov: 
‘the plant is known’ a

The exhibitor must have encouraged 
early root action this year by planting his 
seedlings in a favourable location last Autumn, 
We also admired some gorgeous bearded irises. 
We were rather disappointed to find them in the 
arlistie arrangement section of the show: we 
would have liked to have seen them in the 
Iris classes, where we should have been able 
to have inspected them better. We feel that 
many visitors did not notice how really beauti- 
ful they were and few flowers can be more 
beautiful than some of the bearded irises, We 
admired the efforts of the juniors at the show, 
‘some of the exhibits were most artistic: we 
saw a proud little chappie of four, strutting 
around his exhibit like a peacock, he was prob- 
ably wondering what to buy with the money he 
had won, There were some fine pansies on dis- 
play also, what a long season these plants 
have! We remember admiring a bed last 
January and we were picking odd ones last 
December. The name pansy is a corruption of 
the French, ‘pensée, meaning “thought.” We 
thought a ittle and remembered that pansies 
are favourites in Scotland and we wondered if 
their Jong blooming season had anything to 
do with this—w.sae

French troops captured 
many small German detachments which crossed the Aisne River 


in the Rethel sector, it was stated. 


Renewed German assaults in| 


the Montmedy sector were repulsed this morning. Despite many 
heavy engagements along almost the entire front, there was no 


important change. 


In the face of stubborn Allied resistance, 2,500 


German tanks, backed by German motorized divisions, furiously 
attacked the Allied forces in the Somme Valley, heading for the 


English Channel, which is 65 miles away. 


Constant reinforcements| 


Kept the German divisions at full strength despite the French 


claims of terrible losses. 


Heavy French concentrations await- 
ed the command to counter attack 
‘and attempt to halt the German drive. 

‘The military expert of the “Petit 
Parisien” pointed out today that the 
situation in the Somme Valley re~ 
mained “very grave, but it must not 
be considered Impossible to attempt 
a manoavre which will halt the 
enemy despite the immensity of his 
‘material means.”

Merciless Rain of Death 

‘There were no witnesses to those 
battles exept the participants. Tt 
would have” becn ‘impossible to 
Survive five minutes inthe terrifie 
fre which swept the fields, forests, 
roads and village streets knee high 
from thousands of machine guns, un- 
less under the protection of the steel 
plates or field guns or inside a tank. 

‘AS the baitle shifted back and forth, 
the Allied tanks returned steaming 
hot to the rear to take on more fuel 

nd munitions. ‘The two or three 
‘men comprising the crews of the 
tanks were blackened and sweatea. 
‘They wore special leather helmets 
padded front and back to protect, 
them against’ banging their heads 
against the steel walls of the tanks

‘When a tank goes into battle all 
its visors are shut and clamped tight, 
leaving only small peepholes for the 
driver to look through and through 








which the gunner can point his 
weapon. The gunner in the tank 
turret’ has radio. earphones with 
which he receives messages and he 
Buldes the driver by nudging him 
‘with his toes because shouts cannot 
bbe heard in the terrific din of battie 
and the noise of the tank itself. It| 
isa question among men at the front 
which is the harder on fighters—| 
tanks or modern dive bombers which 
almost pull a pilot's insides out when 
they pull out of a dive. 


Feats of Human Endurance 

After a few hours of the din and 
heat of a tank, drivers cre worn out. 
‘Yet in these past few days some of 
the German and French tank drivers: 
have ‘been fighting from sunrise to, 
sunset. It is not Infrequent that the 
drivers faint away from exhaustion 
‘and must be revived by thelr com- 
rades. The air in the steel monsters 
is saturated with powder smoke and 
the odour of gasoline and burning oll.

Considerable French reinforcements from other sectors 


arrived and strengthened the Allied positions along the German 
flanks, it was officially announced, 


‘The German Panzer _divisfons 
‘were said fo. be in a dangerous 
position in a narrow corridor nearly 
60 miles in front of the main body 
of the German Army which was 
hetd behind Bscault. 

For the past 24 hours, thousands

A New. Army 
Belgian youth, he added, will form

‘Those Belgians not called to the 
colours who are on Allied territory 
Will be used for civilian tasks or in 
armament factories.
